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Report  of  Library  Trustees 

To  the  Citizens  of  Rye: 

The  Library  has  been  well  patronized  during  the  year,  and 
has  been  of  especial  service  to  the  school  children  in  their 
prescribed  reading  and  reference  work. 

The  librarian  has  spent  many  hours  in  repairing  books, 
especially  juvenile  literature.  This  work  is,  of  course,  neces- 
sary, but  much  of  it  could  be  avoided  if  better  care  were 
taken  of  the  books  while  in  circulation.  There  are  few  library 
rules  and  regulations;  for  this  reason  we  urge  the  patrons  to 
a  greater  feeling  of  responsibility  in  the  treatment  and  in  the 
prompt  return  of  library  books. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Every  Other  Tuesday  Club  for 
the  gift  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  to  the  Mary  Tuck  Rand  Me- 
morial Fund.  This,  together  with  two  dollars  and  thirty 
cents  ($2.30)  from  a  friend,  brings  this  fund  up  to  two  hun- 
dred dollars  ($200.00). 

Contrary  to  expectations,  the  furnace  has  been  repaired 
to  such  good  advantage  that  its  usefulness  seems  assured  for 
some  time  to  come. 

The  spruce  trees  received  professional  attention  in  the  fall, 
and  will  again  be  treated  in  the  spring.  The  expense  of  this 
has  been  met  from  the  accumulated  interest  of  the  James  H. 
Locke  tree  fund. 

The  outside  woodwork  of  the  library  has  been  painted. 
A  new  oak  table,  a  necessary  addition  to  the  equipment  of 
the  reading  room,  has  been  purchased  from  the  Library  Bureau.

Report  of  Librarian 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Rye  Public  Library: 
The  following  is  the  report  of  the  library  for  the  year  1926: 

Number  of  volumes 6,000 

Average  circulation 200 

Largest  circulation 236 

Smallest  circulation 109 

Total  number  of  borrowers'  cards 1149 

This  year  the  circulation  of  books  has  held  a  steady  average 
of  four  hundred  books  per  week.  This  is  the  largest  average 
ever  held  throughout  the  entire  year.  Usually  a  decrease 
comes  with  the  departure  of  our  summer  guests,  but  not  so 
this  year.  The  high  cost  of  books  and  the  limited  amount 
of  funds,  divided  among  the  different  departments,  make  the 
demand  for  new  reading  greater  than  the  supply. 

With  the  interest  from  the  Mary  Tuck  Rand  Memorial 
Fund  two  books  have  been  purchased.  These  are  "The  Book 
Nobody  Knows,"  by  Bruce  Barton,  and  "The  Lure  of  the 
Antique,"  by  Walter  Dyer.  The  interest  from  the  other 
funds,  excepting  the  Drake  fund,  has  been  used  to  buy  two 
sets  of  books.  First, "The  Library  of  Entertainment,"  a  set 
of  twelve  books  containing  the  choicest  selections  from  the 
world's  best  literature.  This  set  is  to  be  used  as  a  reference 
set,  as  it  is  not  wise  to  put  books  of  this  style  in  general  cir- 
culation. The  loss  of  even  one  book' would  mean  much,  as 
it  could  not  be  replaced. 

Second,  a  set  of  war  books,  "Source  Records  of  the  Great 
War,"  endorsed  by  the  American  Legion  and  containing  a 
valuable  compilation  of  authentic  reports  of  the  World  War. 
This  set  may  under  satisfactory  arrangements  be  taken  from 
the  library.     The  fiction  and  juvenile  books  have  been  sup- 
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plied  from  the  Drake  fund  interest,  and  by  gifts  from  friends. 

Last  year,  I  made  a  request  that  the  patrons  of  the  library 
search  their  book  shelves  for  misplaced  library  books.  This 
was  successful  to  a  certain  extent  and  as  it  greatly  helps, 
especially  in  the  yearly  checking  up  soon  to  take  place,  I 
would  like  to  ask  the  favor  be  repeated. 

Everyone  knows  that  no  matter  how  absorbing  a  story 
may  be  if  the  book  is  dirty  and  with  loose  and  torn  pages  it 
is  not  enjoyed  as  when  to  the  contrary.  Books  in  this  condi- 
tion are  not  supposed  to  be  returned  to  the  stacks,  but  many 
times  the  repair  work  increases  too  rapidly  to  prevent.  The 
condition  of  many  returned  books,  especially  in  the  juvenile 
department,  shows  an  increasing  lack  of  responsibility  and 
carelessness  in  the  treatment  of  public  property.  To  avoid 
the  necessity  of  making  drastic  rules  covering  cost,  every 
reader  should  try  his  or  her  hardest  to  handle  carefully  all 
books  borrowed. 

The  steady  advance  in  circulation  proves  our  library  ful- 
filling its  purpose  and  I  wish  to  thank  all  whose  co-operation 
has  helped  make  it  a  worth  while  institution.

Report  of  the  School  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  Rye: 

The  total  receipts  from  all  sources  for  the  support  of  the 
schools  for  the  year  1925-26  were  $16,376.07.  The  amount 
expended  $14,712.33,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of 
$1,663.74. 

The  repairs  this  year  consisted  in  painting  the  interior  of 
the  South  and  West  Schools.  Placing  a  steel  ceiling  in  the 
cloak  room  and  the  elementary  school  room  and  covering 
the  walls  of  the  cloak  room  with  steel. 

A  new  sewing  machine  has  been  added  to  the  equipment  of 
the  Domestic  Science  class.  The  manual  training  class  has 
been  furnished  with  new  tools  and  the  general  science  class 
with  an  assortment  of  chemicals. 

The  wooden  flag  pole  at  the  Parsons  School  has  been  re- 
placed by  a  45-foot  steel  pole. 

Our  schools  are  well  supplied  with  only  those  things  neces- 
sary to  their  proper  conduct.  There  are  many  things  we 
desire.  Our  greatest  handicap  is  the  room  with  six  grades 
and  from  35  to  40  pupils.  An  additional  room  at  the  Wedge- 
wood  School  to  accommodate  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  or 
some  other  means  of  providing  for  them  cannot  much  longer 
be  delayed. 

The  work  of  the  school  nurse  has  been  very  helpful  and 
satisfactory  We  urge  your  careful  consideration  of  the  pro- 
posed dental  clinic.

Report  of  School  Health  Supervision 

The  school  examination  made  during  September  and  Octo- 
ber showed  an  improvement  over  last  year  in  the  number  of 
defects  found  as  well  as  in  the  number  of  cases  in  which  treat- 
ment had  been  secured.  The  general  health  conditions  were 
very  good,  very  few  serious  defects  being  found  with  the 
exception  of  teeth. 

There  were  found  85  cases  in  which  the  teeth  were  defective 
and  this  did  not  include  cases  in  which  only  one  tooth  was 
bad  nor  those  in  which  defective  first  teeth  would  soon  be 
replaced  by  the  second  dentition.  A  dental  clinic  would  im- 
prove this  condition  very  much. 

The  "follow-up"  calls  made  by  the  school-nurse  as  well  as 
her  health  talks  and  instructions  given  the  children  each 
week  have  aided  very  much  in  improving  the  general  health 
of  the  schools  and.  although  we  have  had  several  cases  of  con- 
tagious diseases,  her  weekly  supervision  has  helped  prevent  a 
general  epidemic. 

Thanks  are  due  the  Red  Cross  for  first  aid  kits  placed  in 
each  school,  for  providing  glasses  in  one  case  where  they  were 
badly  needed  and  in  paying  for  milk  supplied  children  who 
otherwise  would  not  have  had  it.

Report  of  the  Superintendent 

To  the  School  Board  of  Rye: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  second  report  as  superintendent 
of  the  public  schools  of  Rye. 

A  year  ago  I  suggested  five  ways  in  which  we  could  bring  our 
schools  to  a  higher  degree  of  efficiency,  as  follows : 

First:  By  building  up  the  attendance  of  the  pupils.  Persist- 
ent efforts  have  been  made  in  this  direction  and  we  feel  that 
much  has  been  accomplished.  Scattered  cases  of  scarletina 
and  mumps  have  interfered  with  these  efforts.  We  still  have 
parents  who  think  it  their  privilege  to  retain  their  children  at 
home  on  school  days  whenever  it  suits  their  convenience.  The 
following  bad  effects  come  from  this  attitude  and  practice. 
(a)  An  inclination  on  the  part  of  the  pupil  to  regard  school  at- 
tendance as  of  slight  importance,  (b)  Serious  interference 
with  the  work  of  the  children  in  their  studies,  (c)  An  influence 
against  regular  attendance  on  the  part  of  the  other  pupils, 
(d)  An  added  burden  upon  our  teachers,  who  already  have  more 
work  to  do  than  they  ought  to  have  in  order  to  accomplish  the 
best  results.  If  the  children  are  of  compulsory  school  age, 
parents  should  remember  to  be  good  citizens  and  obey  the  law 
of  the  State,  which  states  that  the  only  excusable  reason  for  ab- 
sence of  a  pupil  from  school  is  illness  of  the  pupil  himself.  If 
the  children  are  below  or  above  the  compulsory  school  age, 
choice  should  be  made  between  regular  attendance  and  with- 
drawal from  school. 

Second:  By  supplying  the  schools  with  the  best  text-books 
and  the  best  helps  and  equipment.  Last  summer  a  personal 
inspection  of  these  materials  was  made  by  the  superintendent 
and  large  purchases  of  new  text-books  were  made  in  order  that 
every  pupil  in  our  schools  should  be  supplied  with  sufficient 
text-books  that  were  comparatively  modern  and  in  usable  con- 
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clition.  We  are  indebted  to  you  as  a  School  Board  for  your 
forbearance  in  permitting  an  overdraft  in  the  textbook  account. 
A  start  has  also  been  made  in  supplying  needed  helps  and  equip- 
ment through  the  addition  of  some  new  manual  training  tools, 
an  extra  sewing  machine,  some  inexpensive  dishes  for  cooking, 
and  about  $50  worth  of  science  apparatus  and  chemicals. 

Third:  By  encouraging  the  teachers  to  use  the  most 
efficient  methods  of  instruction.  Numerous  classroom  visits 
have  been  made  in  order  to  observe  methods  in  use  and  fre- 
quent suggestions  have  been  made  as  to  methods  which  are 
more  efficient.  A  new  and  modern  method  of  teaching  read- 
ing has  been  introduced  into  each  of  the  primary  schools,  for 
first  grade  pupils. 

Fourth:  By  securing  better  co-operation  between  the 
parents  and  the  teachers.  I  am  glad  to  commend  the  Parent- 
Teacher  Association  for  its  efforts  and  success  in  this  direction. 

Fifth:  By  encouraging  the  teachers  to  continue  their  pro- 
fessional training  and  thus  maintain  and  increase  their  ef- 
ficiency. Several  of  our  teachers  have  been  taking  University 
Extension  Courses  and  Saturday  college  courses,  and  all  have 
been  encouraged  to  read  professional  periodicals  and  to  study 
professional  books. 

You  have  continued  the  policy  of  keeping  the  school- 
buildings  comfortable,  well-lighted,  well-heated,  sanitary  and 
pleasurable  to  look  at,  by  a  thorough  renovation  of  the  inside 
and  outside  of  the  South  Rye  and  West  Rye  schoolhouses. 

Of  its  corps  of  seven  full-time  teachers  six  were  retained  for 
another  year. 

Principal  Coker  resigned  in  June  and  his  place  was  taken  by 
Frank  J.  Tonis,  a  Dartmouth  graduate  of  one  year's  experience. 
We  are  glad  to  report  that  Mr.  Tonis  is  proving  himself  an 
efficient  instructor  and  a  capable  administrator. 

Our  Music  Supervisor,  E.  P.  Bilbruck,  resigned  in  June  to 
devote  all  of  his  time  to  his  work  in  the  Portsmouth  schools, 
and  Mrs.  Esther  B.  Coombs  was  selected  to  supervise  the  in- 
struction in  music.     The  fact  that  each  of  our  elementary

schools  contains  six  grades  renders  their  instruction  in  music 
a  difficult  task. 

The  teaching  positions  in  the  schools  of  Rye  are  not  easy, 
owing  to  the  large  number  of  grades  in  each  room.  Rye  is 
not  a  poor  town.  In  the  expenditures  for  Public  Education  for 
the  school  year  1925-1926  Rye  stood  39th  from  the  bottom  of 
the  list  of  250  school  districts  in  the  amount  of  money  expended 
per  $1000  of  equalized  valuation.  Under  these  circumstances 
it  seems  to  me  that  the  following  is  a  reasonable  policy  regard- 
ing our  teachers;  first,  that  teachers  who  prove  themselves 
efficient  should  be  retained,  even  if  we  have  to  pay  a  higher 
salary;  and  second,  when  new  teachers  are  hired  they  should  be 
not  only  teachers  of  character,  intelligence  and  training  but  also 
teachers  of  experience. 

For  most  of  this  year  we  have  had  in  our  schools  the  services 
of  a  school  nurse  for  one  day  per  week.  While  her  work  for  the 
year  may  not  be  apparent  now,  yet  we  believe  it  is  decidedly 
worth  while  in  its  promotion  of  the  health  of  our  pupils,  for 
without  a  reasonable  degree  of  health  their  education  would  be 
of  little  use  to  them.  I  recommend  that  the  arrangement  for 
this  service  be  continued  because  I  am  convinced  of  its  value  as 
a  promoter  of  efficiency  in  our  schools.  I  refer  you  to  the  re- 
port of  Dr.  White,  the  school  physician,  for  his  opinion. 

A  movement  has  been  started  by  the  Parent-Teacher  Asso- 
ciation to  institute  a  Dental  Clinic  for  the  pupils  of  the  schools 
of  Rye.  Such  a  clinic  would  encourage  the  parents  to  have  the 
teeth  of  their  children  receive  proper  care.  Parents  are  coming 
to  realize  more  and  more  the  importance  of  the  care  of  the  teeth. 
Not  only  are  good  teeth  needed  to  promote  good  digestion,  and 
a  distinct  asset  to  one's  appearance,  but  the  poisons  secreted 
by  decaying  and  infected  teeth,  with  the  abscesses  caused  there- 
by, have  a  harmful  effect  upon  the  general  health  of  the  child. 
This  is  likely  to  affect  his  body  injuriously  for  his  entire  life. 

We  need  to  continue  the  work  along  all  these  lines,  but  the 
most  pressing  need  of  the  Rye  schools  in  my  opinion  is  the  re- 
lief of  the  elementary  teachers  from  so  many  grades.

No  teacher  with  six  grades  and  30  or  more  pupils  can  pos- 
sibly give  those  pupils  the  drill,  the  instruction  and  the  atten- 
tion that  are  necessary  if  her  pupils  are  to  maintain  a  good 
standing  when  they  pass  to  other  schools.  One  of  the  chief 
assets  of  any  town  in  our  country  is  a  system  of  good  schools. 
Rye  cannot  afford  to  lose  this  asset.  We  cannot  retain  the 
services  of  competent  teachers  if  we  assign  to.  them  impossible 
tasks  as  we  are  now  doing  to  our  elementary  teachers. 

The  School  Committee  has  carefully  considered  this  problem, 
and  the  solution  of  the  problem,  which  appears  to  be  the  only 
feasible  solution,  is  as  follows:  To  provide  an  extra  school- 
room at  the  Centre  and  assign  to  this  room  all  the  pupils  of  the 
fifth  and  sixth  grades  from  the  four  primary  schools.  This 
would  make  a  school  of  about  40  pupils  evenly  divided  between 
the  two  grades. 

A  competent  teacher  could  do  excellent  work  in  such  a 
school.  This  would  leave  in  each  of  the  four  primary  grades 
only  four  grades  and  less  than  30  pupils.  This  would 
permit  us  to  hold  the  first  and  second  grade  pupils  for  both 
sessions  of  each  day  and  allow  a  proper  amount  of  attention  to 
each  grade. 

The  extra  room  at  the  Centre  could  be  provided  either  by 
erecting  a  new  building  or  by  adding  an  extra  room  to  the 
present  Wedgewood  building. 

In  the  interests  of  economy  and  of  economical  maintenance 
the  latter  is  to  be  preferred.  I  cannot  too  strongly  recommend 
the  favorable  consideration  of  this  proposal. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  as  members  of  the  School  Committee 
and  the  citizens  of  Rye  for  their  interest  and  co-operation  they 
have  shown  in  our  schools  and  the  work  the  teachers  and  my- 
self are  trying  to  do.
